Reading the skulL The most baffling images are the fragments antenor to the entrance 
wound in the skull x-rays, for they don’t resemble, in size or shape, the smalleijif the 
bone fragments. This smaller fragment which contains half a hole, is supposed to complete a half-hote 
in the back of the head, according to the HSCA Hearings. But autopsist Jam« Humes nwer menu^ 
this during the W.C. Hearings and he slated expliciUy that only the exit wound was completed by a tane 
fragment. Humes also never referred diiecUy to the hole in the bone; “...this wound in the nght 
region was in a portion of scalp which had remained intact.. So. we could see that it was. 15^6 
millimeters." He could not see this from the wound, or from the wound put together with the fra^ent? 
What then, did he see? If the hole in the fragment does not belong with that entrance, where does it
